(D)  administrative  and  troop  housing  areas,  (E)  storage  areas,  (F)  am- 
munition storage  areas,  (G)  POL  storage  areas,  (H)  other  buildings  and 
facilities,  (.7)  equipment  storage/maintenance  areas,  (K)  athletic  fields, 
(L)  small  arms  firing  ranges,  (M)  driver  training  areas,  (N)  tank/ 
assault  gun  firing  ranges,  (P)  flat  tra  jectory  firing  ranges,  (Q)  artillery 
emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity. 
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SUMMARY 


Klaipeda  Army  Barracks  North  is  situated 
in  the  town  of  Klaipeda,  350  meters  northwest 
of  the  Klaipeda  Railroad  Station  and  Yards 
(Figure  1).  The  installation  covers  approxi- 
mately 108  acres  and  contains  27  buildings 
including  5 administrative,  8 barracks,  7 stor- 


age, 2 vehicle  storage,  and  5 support.  An 
ammunition  storage  area  is  at  the  north  end  and 
contains  6 storage  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Comparative  analysis  of  KEYHOLE  photog- 
raphy of  July  1964  and  October  1964  reveals 
no  significant  changes. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  line  with  at  least  2 tracks  runs  just 
west  of  the  installation  and  continues  southward 
where  it  merges  into  a classification  yard.  This 
yard  is  approximately  350  meters  southeast  of 
the  barracks  area. 

Road  Service 

Good  all-weather  roads  serve  the  area. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  5 administration  buildings 
(3  multistory)  and  8 multistory  barracks. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  7 storage  buildings. 


Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  six  80-  by  40- foot  am- 
munition storage  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Area 

A POL  storage  area  containing  20  large 
and  3 medium  tanks  is  located  1 km  west  of 
the  barracks  area. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H contains  5 support  buildings. 

Equipment  Storage /Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  two  300-  by  75-foot  ve- 
hicle storage  buildings.
